day launched a vigorous attack upon 
the mercy plea of counsel for Nathan 
Leopold, Jr., and Richard Loeb. 
He spoke ironically of this “tour 
through the nursery with the defense 
alienists,” and his education “in bed 
time stories” and “the bad 
signs” 
which .surround the defendants. 
Crowe contended 
vigorously 
thst 
neither the State’s attorney nor the 
court had the right to be lenient above 
the letter and spirit of the law. 
“The law says,” Crow© 
shouted, 
“that in cases of extreme violence 
he penalty shall be death. 
We may 
forgive our personal 
injuries, 
but 
neither you as Judge nor I as State’s 
Attorney has a shred of right to for­ 
give injuries to the law, which we are 
sworn to defend. 
Benjamin 
Bachrach, 
long 
time 
friend of the Loeb family, completed 
he argum ent for the defense with 
another attack upon the mode of exe­ 
cution by which the S tate’s alienists 
concluded that the two youths were 
of normal mentality.

He attecked also the legal citations 
offered in the first argument of the 
State purporting to sustain the State's 
demand for a death penalty. 
He appealed to the court to con­ 
sider th at the present case was entire- 
y without precedent in American le­ 
gal history, and th at the decision here

path for the fu­ 
ture. 
The special peculiarities of the 
case, he insisted, were the age of the 
defendants and the nature of their 
mental debility. 
His argument, which lasted more 
'mn an hour, and was offered as the 
last word of the defense, dwelled upon 
the retarded emotional development of 
both boys. 
Mr. Bachrach entreated 
for a consideration of the recent ad­ 
vancements of scientific research 
in 
psychology and with them a study of 
“the childish fantasies of Dickie Loeb 
and the superman delusions of Leo­ 
pold.” 
“When the word was sent out from 
Chicago,” said Mr. Bachrach, “that 
these two boys had confessed 
this 
crime the response came from every 
quarter, “Why the boys must 
ba 
crazy!’ “ 
“The very act in itself was sufficient 
for the lay mind.”

AGRICULTURAL 
CHANGE PLANNED 


Revision al Program In College 
Instruction Si kgp»t«| By 
Penn State President. 


, Revision of the program of agri­ 
cultural instruction in colleges so as 
to meet bqttfer the educational needs 
of the agricultural worker and par­ 
ticularly to provide an opportunity 
for year around study was suggested 
by Dr. John M. Tborqa&, president of- 
the-Pennsylvania State College, in a 
discussion of the possibilities of ex­ 
panding summer school activities. 
“Potato spraying is now taught in 
the agricultural schools when the po­ 
tatoes are sprouting in the cellar,” 
iDr. Thomas said, “and the care of 
moulting poultry is taught when the 
roosters are freezing 
their combs. 
This is because even educators are 
slaves of custom and probably map 
their programs by precedent rather 
than by consideration of reason. 
“The modern agricultural college 
now holds its session from September 
to June. 
When the .science of farm ­ 
ing was first introduced as a college 
study we thoughtlessly adopted the 
same calendar for its pursuit w hich'4 
had been found most advantageous j t 
for the study of philosophy and the 
dead languages. 
World’s Food 
“I wonder if there are not people 
in Pennsylvania, thousands of them, 
who might not he attracted to that 
most important of all studies-—the 
production of the world’s food, and to 
many minds the most fascinating—the 
direction of the processes of growth 
in animals and plants to the supply 
of human wants, at the season of the 
yea¥ when that food supply is actually 
Gjrbw ng out in the open spaces. 
“Many who have practical reasons 
for the study of agriculture are not 
free to leave their homes 
in 
the 
growing season, but some could be 
spared for the sake of larger re­ 
turns in future years and interest in 
the fundamental industry is not con­ 
fined to those who are held to their 
acres.” 
A class of horticultural students 
spends six weeks in the campus or­ 
chards after the close of the regular 1 
college session in June and students 
in other courses must obtain practi­ 
cal experience during their summer 
vacation, Dr. Thomas pointed out in 
discussing 
the 
situation 
at 
Penn j 
State. 
None is required, however, to 
attend summer session classes a n ’ j 
follow a course of instruction during 
the months wfien farm cropping is at 
its height. 
A few agricultural sub­ 
jects were given in the recent summer 
session, but thus far the >vork has 
been confined largely to the liberal 
arts and educational branches.

The first schoolhouse in America was built 
in 1705 by Letitia Penn, daughter of William 
Penn. 
It still stands on Washington Lane, to 
the south of Mount Joy, and is now used as a 
museum.

LABOR PROBES 
UNEMPLOYMENT 


Period of Unemployment Accom­ 
panied by Greater Volume of 
Exports 
In 
Some 
Countries. 


Geneva.—The unemployment 
suf­ 
fered 
throughout 
the 
w end 
from 
1920 to 
1923 is closely connected 
with the periodical crises which have 
afflicted 
the 
working 
classes 
and 
hum anity as a whole for a century, 
according to a report issued by the 
international labor office, which gives 
the results of an international inquiry 
into the subject. 
The report rem arks th at this con­ 
clusion is contrary to a fairly wide­ 
spread idea. It declares that while it 
is true th at the great questions of in­ 
ternational relations resulting from 
the w ar and the treaties of peace 
have gravely affected the national 
economy of many countries, result­ 
ing in the complication and aggrava­ 
tion of unemployment, the innu^y in­ 
dicates that, ap art from certain ex­ 
ceptions, 
available 
statistics 
show 
scarcely 
any 
correlation 
between 
changes in unemployment and the 
fluctuations in foreign trade. 
The 
report 
adds 
that in many 
countries the period of most intense 
unemployment was accompanied by 
a g reater volume of exports than at 
some other date.
